other message, saying: 'Ohio sinking 
fast—can not hold out- Passengers 
being off in small boats. Captain an i 
crew will stick to the last.* 


"The Hamboldt and Rupert both 


replied that they were headed for the 
Ohio and would pick the passengers 
up. Then came the final message 
from the stricken vessel. It was nev- 
er finished: "Passengers al! off and

Coroner Fixe* Responsibility For In- 


dianapolis Fatalities. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. Aug. 28. — Coro- 


ner Blackwell. after an investigation 
into the death of William Bonrqne 
and Harry Holcomb, driver 
and 


mechanician of -a Knox car in the au- 
tomobile races in this city on Aug. 
19, finds that the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway company is responsible for 
the accident. 


Bonrqn*e and Holcomb were ^tbe 


flrst of several persons killed in the 
course of the three days" racing. The 
coroner in his report says that the 
course was aot iwrperiy built for 
racing..and that for 200 feet at the 
place in the track where Bonrqne and 
Holcomb lost their lives the broken 
rock surface, imperfectly welded with 
asphaltnm, had been torn by the 
wheels of the cars. There was not 
sufficient foundation for the roadway, 
the coroner declares. 


Further, the coroner says there 


was an open ditch 20 inches wide and 
two, feet deep at the edge of the 
track, and when Bourque and Hoi- 
comb's machine struck this ditch the 
car was battered to pieces.

.o the year 1359 the Rev. Mr. Harri- 
man bad bad a bard row to hoe. but 


tben procured a good cnarjje in 


Xew Jersey, which he held for several 
years, and the burdens of the mother, 
who had found life a struggle at best, 
were considerably ligbtened. 


'.The boys attended church schools for 


about two years, and. when the old 
rector showed signs of failing health 
the boys struck out iaCo the world for. 
themselves, Edward settles a place as 
an errand boy in a Wall street broker's 
office. 


That was his start. At the age of 


eighteen he was given an interest in 
the firm, and four years later he found 
that bis savings, with which he hsd 
sp3culated so successfully, enabled him 
to purchase a seat oa the .New Sork 
Stock Exchange. 


When He -Arrived." 


Harriman really "arrived" when he 


became vice president of the Illinois 
Central. His aptness for the manipu- 
lation of railroad securities was soon 
made manifest, and then he had full 
scope for bis talents. 


With a fortune amassed between the 


years 3STO and ISSO Ue wns accredited 
with having in his strong box securi- 
ties which bad been picked up in tbe 
course of various panics that cost him 
little or nothing. 
With these as a 


working basis and with the support of 
Stnyvesant Fish be rap-diy advanced 
'i»- interest": and value of that road. 
Fish became president and Harriman 


first vice president. More success fol- 
owed. and then canie tbe bn»ak with 
F"isb- >"ext canie the announcemert 
:bat Harriman bad gained control of 
tbe Erie rond- 


Then Came Union Pacific- 


It was in 1S08 that Harriiran electri- 


fied the financial world when be an- 
nounced that with tUe aid of Lvubn. 
Loeb & Co. he intended to reorganize 
the Union Pacific. 
Morgan bad at- 


tempted tbe same feat and failed- H 
began to buy ;be stock wbeu it sold a 
SG a share, and in two years be had 
tbe stock up to $135 n share. He then 
turned to tbe Southern Pacific a:-d did 
just as well with that stock. Tben he 
evolved a plan whereby the Cnion Pa- 
cific directors should issue $100,000.000 
of bonds aad let him personally pur- 
chase any stock or stocks bf- saw fit. 


In this way Harriman bought his 


way into other roads—the Baltimore 
and OUio. tbe Erie, the Delaware and 
Hudson, the Chicago and Alton, the 
Sr. Paul, tne Xew York Central. Lake 
Shore and raany others. Some of these 
deals brought condemnation, nod 
matter of Sj7.ODO.000 faded away in 
the two years tie had charge of th*» 
Chicago and Alton. The Illinois conns 
took up the Unat for this vast snm. but 
they soon abandoned the chase. 


Harriman first became a national 


figure io 1HOJ. when be fonght J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and James J. Hi!! to 
standstill, bringing about the North- 
ern Pacific corner.—Xew York Evening 
World.
